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Sir,— 


I have the honour to refer to your letter of the 
22nd. ultimo, No-115-3-5, and, in reply, to inform you that 
when at Cold Lake reserve on the 19th- instant, I sppke to 
the Reverend Father Ralter with respect to the condition of 
the building which is used for school purposes; and he told 
me that he was contemplating the erection, next spring, of 
a new building for a schoolhouse; and that in the meantime 
everything possible would be done to make the building at 
present in use comfortable for the winter. 


The school is held in a building formerly used as 
a residence by the priests at the Mission. It is a two 
storied log building, 21 feet qquare, with a single storied 
leanto 21' by 14". Mr. Hebert, the school teacher, with his 
family, used the upper part of the main building and the 
leanto as a residence; the lower part of the main building 
was used as the schoolroom- However, on my visit to the 
school a few days ago, I found that the teacher had moved 
his family into the schoolroom, and had removed the desks 
and school equipment into the leanto, and was holding school 
there. This room is large enough for a schoolroom but is 
not nearly so comfortable as the one vacated. I told Mr. 
Hebert that the Depattment could not approve of the change 
he had made, but on his promise to cover the leanto with 
pbuilding paper to keep out all drafte, I would ask that the 
change be countenanced as a temporary measure, to last, 
certainly, not later that April lst. next. By thks that 
time Father Balter's plans for a new building may be com- 
pleted, and arrangements made between him and Mr. Hebert 
whereby the latter will be able to use the whole of the 
present schoolhouse as a residence- 


With respect to the need for a toilet. There is 
one situated about 75 yards from the school and, with Father 
Balter's permission I will have Mr. Martineau, the Farm 
Instructor, haul it closer to the schoolhouse. 


With respect to the water supply- Several wells 
have been dug in the vicinity of the Mission and the water, 
although at first good, has in each case turned alkali later. 
A good open creek runs close to the schoolhouse, but there 
is always the danger of this water containing impurities, and 
I would recommend that a stone filter be supplied the school. 
I believe that one holding ten gallons could be purchased fo 
between $25.00 and $30.00. 


I trust the Department will approve of the action 
taken with respect to the schoolroom.

Dear Mr. Graham:- 
I beg to submit the following 


report on the three Day schools and the two xesidential 


Schools, which are 5: tuated on reserves included in the 


Onion Lake Agencye 


COLD LAKE DAY SCHOOL. 
I visited this Day school on the 


bth of March and found 24 pupils present, 12 boys and 12 
girls, out of an enrollment of 38. ‘the average attendance 


for the previous month was about 20. ‘The average atten- 


dance for the December quarter, 1927, was 12.86 and Lor the 
June quarter, 1927, was 11.59. Whe increased attendance 


is attributed to the fact that a hot powl of soup has been 


given to the children at mid-day, in addition to the 


regular issue of biscuits. The Priest, in charge of the 


Mission, purchased beef, beans, lard and tea at a cost of 
$5.70 and this provided a bowl of soup for each child for 


three weeks at a cost of less than one cent per meal. The 
attendance has nearly doubled since they commenced giving 
the soupe ‘he teacher was very anxious to provide 

soup during the cold weather, and,as I was impressed with 
the good results which had already been obtained, I pur- 
chased $5.00 worth of meat at my own expense to enable 
them to carry on during the month of March. 


The Indians of the Cold Lake Bang 


We. Me Graham, isq-, 
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have been hunters and still follow that vocation. It takes 
them away from their reserve & great deal, and, as they in 
many instances take their families with them, the regular 
attendance at the school is naturally affected to a consider- 
able extent by this. It is a fact, that here, as well as on 
other reserves where we have Day schools, many of the children 
go to school in the morning with practically empty stomachs 
and are listless. In consequence, it is noted that after 
getting their bowl of wholesome soup they are much brighter 

in the afternoon. I do not think it necessary to provide an 


expensive meal, and realize that at some schools where the 


+ 


privilege has been granted there has been the tendency to 
abuse it, but I firmly believe that the provision of a bowl 

of murishing soup has a very beneficial affect on the health 
and comfort of the children attending our Day schools. 

This school is held in a building, 
which was form Priests' Residence and which is rented 
for school purooses from theme I do not consider it a suitable 
for the purpose, but rather as a make-shitt, pending the pro- 
vision of a more suitable building.

I consider that he is 
doing as well as can be expected under the circumstances. It 
is very discouraging for a teacher where the attendance is so 
intermitent. he school room was clean and tidy. ‘the pupils 
are taught knitting by 8S. Hebert, A garden has been put in 
during the past theee years, but has not proved & success, 


as the ground in the vicinity of the school appears unsuitable.

Baldue 
appears to he a geod farmer and a careful man with stock. 

I was very unfavourably impressed with 
Rose, the ingineer. He had a great deal of fault to find 
with the plant which he io expected to operate and has 
succeeded in getting the Principal and the Sister 
Superior very much dissatisfied. He found fault with 

the plumbing, the boilers, the electric lighting plant 

and the water supply system. H&ven the engine wasn't 
properly constructed. Uverything was wrong. I was 
presented by the Principal with a typewritten list of

Honoreble Sir:- 


My occupation at the %.C.%School,8lood Reserve,is the 
one of Gardher in Summer time.During the ‘inter months,sharing the 
work with the Disciplinarian and assisting in the Boiler room. 

Albert Many fingers,is a Pupil 17 years of age. 

Trouble between myself and this boy commenced about two months ago. 
specific orders had been given by the Reverend Principal #.Ruaux, 
that the boys should not pass through the corridors,leadind along 
stde the kitchen to the Boiler room. Albert Many fingers took no 
heed of the order and continued without any good reason,to appear 
into these passages.I repeatedly cautioned him,at the beginning, in 

as friendly a way as was possible to do,what he had been told;I 
had?to the present time a good opinion of the boy and wanted by all 
means to prevent trouble, but he took no notice whatever;on the con- 
trary,began to show outward signs of antagonism towards me. It gre- 
dually worked up to such an extreme, that,I had to ascert my authorit:. 
Kvery time he would meet me,he would show signs of contempt and defi- 
ance,sneering to my face,occasionnally using such insults as no white 
man would take from another;not speaking of an Indian,until he gave 
me clearly to understand, that,I was afraid of him and that he was 
acing to fight and lick me,as in fact,he had told another senior boy, 
willie Mille by name,whom he wanted to lead in the same trouble and 
whose séatement you will find here enclosed. 


It would take too much space to relate in detail the different ti- 
mes and happenings in which this boy brought himself into trouble, in 
these passages. The sole reason for doing so was:to have a chance to 
flirt with the girls working in the kitehen, laundry, creamry, bakery, etc, 
He was caught many times at blo me and actually once,acting indecent 
ly,in company of the afore named#illie Mills,with one of the big girls. 
The whole Staff was taking notice of this situation and the sister in 
uae ge of the girls complained to me,that through the action of these 
two boys,the senior girls were practically uncontrolable.In the dining 
room,their passtime was to talx and make signs to one another, which 
obliged me to change these two boys their places,where they could be 
better seen.It Lee the matter to its climax and I went again to 
the Rev.Principal,who was already aware of st thing and who had: 
given strong warning to Albert Many fingers, that he was getting him- 
self in bad trouble.xey.iathor Xnaux answered me that it would not 
settle the question,if he would strap the boy, but would rather increa- 
se his contempt for me,for having him punished and would incite him 
to come back on me at first opportunity.I mst have my own authority 
and use it when necessary,as the Rev.Principal absents himself 
ocoasionnally. 


I had stood all Tf could from that boy eRe wanted to fight me and I 
had to meet him on his ow grounds.the boy is 17 years o14 an@ conai- 
ders himself a man;so on the following Monday morning,when the Pupils 
were going to breakfast,I kept him back in the play room.T pointed 
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out to him his conduct towards me, his dq@sobedience, his insults and 
finally told that since he thought himself a better man than I, the 
tim s arrived to show it.He was given the same chance that I had 
myse?r.I hit hime few times and the result was a bleeding nose. '\yhen 
T saw that he was making no attempt at striking back,T quit, mentioned 
again the frindliness I had shown towards him in the past,pointed out 


ts him, what was right for his own good and took him to preakfast. 


the matter would have had stopped right there,if the boy had not 
ran away from the school,taking away another boy,and told the Indians 
he met all kinds of lies about what had taken place,such as stating 
that the School teacher Mr.voady was holding his hands behind his back 
while I was pounding his face and Ly iy an uproar on the whole Reser- 
ve.The fact is that Mr.Coady coming down for breakfast, mowing that all 
the Pupils were already in the dining room and hearing talking in the 
play room,opened the door,walked in,stood there and remained at least 
ten or twelve feet from the boy at all times and left before the thing 


was over. 


A few days later,the Agent Mr.Pugh,T understand,came to the School 
to make an investigation.I was not home at the time.He took the boy's 
evidence and more or less past Fy re ert on me without even giving me 
a hearing,to which I take exception,giving those present to understand 
that if I 4@ this again,I would be turned out of the School.

I am only staying here with the idea of aorwce eres where help is 
needed,may explain it better. what I do want and expec ,is justice and 
also respect and obedience from those in my charge,which,if I could 
not obtain by myself,I would not consider myself eligible for the posi- 
thon.I have worked at boys work for many years and was ‘cout Iaster of 
a troop in Lethbridge before coming here.In my opinion,all this trouble 
gould have been avoided, had the Agent,the father of the boy,and the 
Principal of the school,got together and talked the matter over.It was 
nothing more than what happens daily in 411 Indian schools,I understand. 
In fact,I have been inférmed of mch greater trouble at the other Soehod. 
on this Reserve,where the Disciplinarian was knocked down by a boy with 
a piece of scantling on the head,and the staff held at bay by the same 
boy with a drawn Imife;things similar to this would have happened in 
this particular case,had it not been checked in time,the way it was. 
These extreme means,mst meet these extreme situations,it is the only 
method.A man has to protect his rights,himself,his good name and the 

ood name of his mother.A mountain has been made out of a mole hill,in 


his case.

I beg to confirm my night lettergram of Jan. 

and to acknowledge receipt of your wire of Jane 
21st, and in reference to this matter I wish to submit 
herewith my report. 

On January 5th a fight took place at the 
R.C.School, Blood Reserve, this was reported to me on 
the 14th inst. in the meantime on the 10th, Father Ruaux 

reported to me that two boys hed truanted including 
rt Many Fingers, The father of the boy came to see 
n Saturday the 14th inst, and as Agent asked my 
stance in the matter, at the same time declaring his 
mtion of having the charge laid against Assistant 
gmAth for assault. In order to avoid this, I had the 
thers of the two boys come to my office Monday and I 
ersonally took them to the St. Mary's School to look 
into the matter. The Chief ,who was at the office, ex- 
pressed his desire to be present and this was granted 
by myself. At the school it was found that Mr. Smith 
was absent on leave, and I asked for Father Ruaux and 
the boys to state their case, this was déne So. 

The stories vary somewhat, but in the main 
it is admitted that there was an invitation to fight 
and a fight did take place, and it is admitted that the 
boy's nose was bleeding. While dealing with the matter, 
I stated that the Department, as far as I knew, would 
not countenance the striking of a boy by fists, and 
stated that I thought the proper method should be by 
the use of a regulation strap and ,that, in the event of 
a further case arising, I would report to the Department 
and ask for the dismissal of any Teacher or Disciplin- 
arian using hie fists. I came away from the school and 
I was under the impression that the matter was finished 
there; however, the Chief and father came to see me later 
And were insistent in their desire to have this man 
prosecuted; this them caused me to send my lettergram to 
you. At this time Mr. Inspector Christianson was present 
at this Agency and the father of the boy took this matter 
up with him, and Mr, Christianson and myself discussed 
the matter and decided to wire you for instructions. 

On receipt of your wire I proceeded to the 
schoo’ Saturday evening to convey your information to 
Father Ruaux. Father Rueux, Mr. Smith and Mr, Cody were 
present and, much to my astonishment, found Father Ruaux 
and Mr, Smith in an antagonistic frame of mind and, among 
many things, said was, that it was unfair to pass judge- 
ment and wire yourself without me getting a statement 
from Mr, Smith, I therefore was not insistent in pros- 
ecuting your telegram and asked Mr, Smith to let me have 
a writtgn statement to forward to you.

an Trove to the school, The Chief went by himself; at the 
school there was, 28 a matter of fact, a number of Indians 
when I arrived. Secondly, he accuses me of being partisan 
for the reason that ey are Catholics. He states a e 
will endeavour to have an Agent's duties confined to looking 
after the plant only; that they could not manage the children 

ith the Agent and the Inspector listening to complaints 

rom Indians and then proceeding to the school to investig- 
ate. te states further that this had to be done in the case 
of Nurses and that Mr. Inspector Christianson had been re=- 
ported along the sane lines. Father Ruaux states thet he 
would not accept an investigation by Inspector Christianson, 
put only from some one from the Ottawa office, and that he 
would have to have his Superior, and if necessary the Bishop. 
present at the investigation. I might say that at an Indian 
dance, to which this boy ran away to, this matter was ann=- 
ounced to the Indians assembled, this information I have 
obtaineé from the father and the boy. Lastly, I am accused 
of taking action on the lies of Indians as is the case al- 
ways and making, 48 contained in Nr, Smith's letter, a moun- 
tain out of a mole hill, 

The Chief came to see me again Monday the 23rd inst, 
and again repeated his interest in the matter and stated, 
that if the Department did not take some action against Mr. 
Smith that they would still ask the Police to do so. 1 might 
say that the father of the boy nas already laid ‘the inform- 
ation in this case, but they have been asked to with-hold 
action. 

In regard to Mr. Smith's statement, this speaks for 
itself, It includes the admission of inviting to fight and 
fighting, but is tempered with the defence that it is 
necessary. The argument is in this connection given by ¥ather 
Ruaux and Mr, Smith, that with Indians of this type unless 
they are humiliated no good can be done with them. 

In regard to my action in this case, or in any other 
school case, I have always governed myself by that form of 
instructions to Indian Agents under your signature found on 
pages eight and nine under Educational clauses 28 & 29, which 
speaks for themselves, Father Ruaux contends that an Agent 
has not the right to look into matters of this kind, and that 
I have no right whatever of stating that a strap could be used. 
It apoears to me that if such a condition as having to fight, 

\no matter what the provocation may be unless actual self de- 
fence, hos not a place in conducting schools or Agengies in 
our Department. I do not think that you would tolerate for 
one minute myself or any of the staff lowering themselves to 
fisticuffs with the Indians no matter what the offence, unless 
actual self defence, and I know that we should be imuediately 
dismissed, 

In conclusion I wish to state, that.in view of the con- 
ditions existing in matters of this kind, and particularly in 


this case, 1 wish to tentatively place ny resisnetion in your 
hends on the basis of the eccusations made against me, and the 
fact that this will moke it practically impossible for co- 
operation with Father Ruaux, especially so will this be the 
case should an Agen @ instructed not to visit the. schools 


from a disciplinerian or other point of view.
